Whether it be ■ brush heap oi the Collfed 
era«y that is in llames remains to be seen. 
The public will watch and wait with pa- 
tient doubt for the result. Very few per- 
sons are prepared to believe that any satis- 
laclory terms of peace can be yet attained. 
The rebels are not whipped. They are 
sorely pressed, and the shrewdest men 
among them foresee the inevitable and hu- 
miliating fall of the rascally concern called 
a "Confederacy." But the end is not yet, 
And until thorough humili- 
of the controlling spirits of the rebel- 
lion is etleeted. no peace^oininissioners ad- 
dressed to Richmond can produce any sub- 
stantial results. Negotiations with the 
Governors of Stales might ja.ssibly be at- 
tended with something of more promise. 

Meanwhile the tone of the rebel press on 
this subject is noteworthy. Late Rich- 
mond papers have elaborate editorials, de- 
nouncing the whole thing M ith an extrava- 
gant bitterness, and an unmistakable tlut- 
ter, which betrays the liveliest alarm. The 
writers are keenly awake to the lad that 
there is incurable vv eakm-s in ni uiy parts 
of the Confederacy, and that General Sher- 
man has brought to light extensive sections 
of these weak spots. These j*»acc rumors 
therefore are useful, whether they stand for 
much or for nothing, in bringing out the 
manifest apprehension of an extensive cav- 
ing in of revolt on the part o< its leaders. 

Kvery such display is not onlv useful for 
the amount of information il conveys, but 
for the ellects following its reaction upon 
the rebel i>eople. 

The Richmond Kxaminer of the tith pours 
out a tirade against the project of receiving 
the Blairs (father and son | who were at that 
time re|»orted on their way to that city. It 
rails about the Kirke-.la QBjei mission of 
last summer as a clever bit of espioiu&e, the 
iR-rmitting of which on the pajfj of Jeff.

The officer ofthe guard as soon as he arriv- 
ed, said nothing to the citizen, but had the 
soldier taken to the barracks and gagged 
and soundly whipped f r his conduct. 

A drunken soldier who undertook to 
make a disturbance recently and who re- 
fused to allow himself to be arrested, was 
J shot down at ( nee by the guard.
